The Free Zone Question Before the Mexlonn
Congress—-1The Vole on the Mubjevt,

MEXICO, Nov, 1L, —0On the 5th of this month the
Congress of Mexico passed the law not only con-
touing the “free zone' withio the Hmits It has al-
rendy oocupied, but extending it to Lampazos and
Cerritloo, two Interfor towns (n the State of Nuevo
Leon. 'The nrey-third article in the unew Tarur bill
under dircussion authorizes what I8 Known as the
free zone by the reading publie, the text of which,
as it has just passed the Congress of Mexico, by a
vote of eighty-fve to thirty-seven, 15 a8 follows: —

Artivle 84 Forelgn goodes destined for consumption in
the following cities— Matamoros, Reynoss, Uamargo, M
Guorrero, Monterey, Laredo, in Tamanlipas, in the olstrict
of Rio Grapde, in Ooabuila, Lampazes. and Cerraloo, in
Nueve Leon; Presidio del Norte and Paso del Norpe, in
Ul.ujhlu;hua\ shiell Lo froe from all dutles except muni-
vipul,

The greater portion of three (ays was occupled
by Mr. Romero, Secretary of the Treasury, in com-
bating tne b and attempting to secure s abiolish-
ment, but in vain, The opposition to thege deputlea
wias too strong, and a vote of elghty-five to thirty-
gpeven was rolled ap without much apparent eort,

Secrctary Romero, among othier things, replied as
follows to Mr. Guzman, who favored the coatlnu-
ance and extension of the *“fres zone":—

Angther mistake which the orator to whom 1 refer
incurred, I8 the aseertion that the Government of
the I'nited States solicited, by the urgency of the
usaurpers Miramon and Maximilian, the abolition of
the free zone. Continuing his design of making
Congress belleve that the opinion of the Execative
opposed the free zone hecause of s condescension
to the Cablnet of Washington, he makes the con-
duct of thoge preténded governments Lo appear as
if it were the conduct of the present ad-
minstration, 1 doubt whether this Deputy
belleves what he has told us, aod If he shonld be-
Heve it he thos muanifests with how much readiness
he gives assent to the most anfounded and most
tmprobuble rumors, and with what frankness he
pretends to make a communication of his mistakes
to this Congress, The Government of the United
States could not soliclt from Miramon or Muaxi-
milllun cither the suppressiom of ‘he free zone
or anything else, for the simple reason that
it pever had rdnunnu with them. It Is trae
that Mr. Forsyth, Minister of the United States to
Mexico In 1867, recognized Fellx Zaloago as Presi-
dent of the Mexican repablic; but it 18 also troe
that he did go without Instructions from his Gav-
ernment, and that soon afterwarda he had to sons-
pend his relations with sald administration of Mr,
Felix Zuloaga before Miguel Miramon usurped the
power. After that the Government of the Uanlied
Stautes recognized the consututional Presldent
of the republic, then established In Vera Cruz,
pnd maintained relations with 1t until the end of the
war of reform, All the world kKnows—ana It i3 sur-
priging to nd that there may still be those who are
Ignoriant—that the Government of the United States
never recognized the intéervention or the s0 called
emipire, or had relations of any kind with ene or the
other, It is not comprehendsd, then, how It may
have manifested 1t wishes in respect 1o the free Lone
to the reacuonary party or to the intervention.

Persons wlio may not be segosinted with the
rules which regulste the conduct of the Cabinet ln
Washington can say that, o one or the other case,
it mantfested 1ts wishes by means of confidential
agents, but by this they will only show their abso-
lule lguorance of the nsages established by the Gov.
ernment of the United States, Moreover, even sup-

oslug that really there shounld have been some
ndication on the part of the Cabluet of Washlugton
to those usurpers, the existence of the Free Zone
might be explained by the slmple reason that ths
reaction dld not come Intorpossession of the frontier,
and It would be bad to legisiate for territory which
It pever possessed ; and, aithough the empire held
Matamoras and sometdimes all the fronder, Its oo-
cupation of it was always precarious, Further.

THE NEW KING OF SPAIN,

———

Generanl Prim’s Account of the Negotintions,
General Prim apoke as follows on the 2d inst.,

in the Spanish Cortes, when formally present-

ing the Duke of Aosta a8 a candidate for the

throne. llaving referred to the negotlations

with Prince Leopold, he sald:—

““We found ourselves once agnin without a candl-
date, In the early period of this sanguinnry war,
which even yet unfortunately continues, the Gov-
erpment could not and ought not to have renewed
efforts with any of the Princes of Burope, for all the
Laropean nations were full of anxiety and of nata-
ral preoceupation as to what might happen to each
of them, Buot when this carly period had passed,
and we saw the struggle of arma locallzmd, the
Governnment, deslrons, with all the Monsarchi-
cal Deputies, to bea ahle %o present 1o the
Cortes the Jday they recommendced their labors
A candidate for the throne of Spatln, ¢onse-
orated their energles to seck one, Days, weeks, and
months passed with astonlshing rapldity. The
first time the Government directed themselves to
the House of Savoy, as the Deputies already know,
they ald not meet with the result to which they
aspired, for the Duke of Aosta did not think it proper
o aceopt the offer tney then made, an offer always
conditionnl, as the Deputies may suppose, for the
Government had uo absolute aathority to oifer the
Crown, nud therefore their efforts have always had
for base and prionclple the sapposition that the Con-
stituent Cortes wonld consent to nomioate him,
But though the npble Duke of Aosta did not think

it proper to accept the offer maile to
bim, bhis negatlye was so [friendly, so dell-
cate, and made In  terms HO worthy

and so honorable for Spain, and thoe motives on
which he founded [t were of such a natura that 1 he-
lieved the door, on belepg otosed, ndmitted of our
being able to returi to knock at the proper season
at it again.

was approaching. ‘e negotiation was conducted,
pentlemen, almost all Ly telegraph. From the drst
diy and drat moment I met great benevaolence in the
noble Kipg of Italy, Victor Emanuel, wno from
the very beginning always demonstrated him-
sell favorable and disposed to do all that 1n him 1.y
for the definitive constitution of our country., Not
less benevolent was our reception from the noble
Duke of Aosta, Buot I need not tronble you by re-
Inting minutely, and step by step, the negotiations,
for they will be found In the documents which to.
morrow | shall bave the hopor to lay on the table,
It falls to me now to wanifest the gatisiaction of the
Government and the Regent, who all equally desire
to termipnate the loterregonm, which so plurullf
wonnds the general interests of our country, which
keeps in suspense all progress, and which prevents
the development of Industry and the transaction of
business, through the anxiety and uncertainty in
which everybody Mves without knowing wnat may
be the fate of to-morrow.
